Many  of  our  roads  and  bridges  were  rendered  impassable  by  the 
heavy  freshet  oi  hist  April;  three  bridges  were  washed  out  so  as  to  neces- 
sitate our  rebuilding,  and  a  number  of  others  had  to  be  repaired.  The 
roads  also  were  badly  washed  and  required  a  large  amount  ot  extra  labor. 
These  l  epairs  have  made  our  road  and  bridge  bills  very  large. 

We  repaired  the  Staples'  hill  road,  upon  which  an  indictment  hiui 
been  made,  out  of  the  highway  money.  This  indictment  was  discharged 
at  the  January  Term  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court;  we  expect  a  sniaU 
bill  of  costs  upon  this  indictment.

REPORT 

A 

OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDING  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


The  School  Committee  of  Sanford  uiako  the  followhig  IJeport: 
DISTRICT  No.  1.    Asa  Low,  Agent. 

There  were  three  terms.  Summer  aiiU  fall  terms,  ten  wveks  each; 
winter,  twelve  weeks. 

Juliette  D.  Heath  was  teacher  of  summer  t^rm  in  Primi^ry  Depart- 
ment. On  first  visit  found  66  pupils,  and  the  school  doing  well.  Num- 
ber registered,  76 ; '  average  attendaiice,  67.  Miss  H.  kept  strict  order. 
Her  zeal  and  energy  were  commendable,  and  the  term's  work  very  satis- 
factory. 

The  Fall  Term  of  this  department  was  kept  by  Olive  P.  Merkill. 
Scholars  registered,  62;  average  number,  47.  Lessons  were  well  learned 
and  well  l  ecited.  Good  interest  was  kept  up,  and  decided  improvement 
made.    Miss  M.  is  ah  excellent  teacher. 

The  Winter  Term  was  taught  by  Nettie  Hemingway.  When  visited 
the  school  made  good  appearance.  The  teacher  seemed  earnest  in  her 
work  and  pleasant  in  her  management.  We  noticed  good  progress  in  the 
reading. 

The  teacher  of  Summer  Term  in  Grammar  Department  was  Miss  M.  A. 
Ferguson,  a  graduate  of  one  of  our  normal  schools.  She  has  fine  quali- 
tications  for  a  teacher.  Her  term  opened  well,  and  w^e  expected  excellent 
improvement;  but  quite  a  number  of  the  scholars  dropped  off  before  the 
close,  and  when  last  visited  we  found  only  26  present,  though  the  average 
was  42.  Those  at  examination,  however,  showed  that  they  had  had  good 
instruction. 

The  Fall  Term  was  kept  by  A.  Willie  Low.  The  average  attendance 
was  32.  The  interest  in  study  was  quite  Vv'ell  sustained.  Teacher  rather 
too  easy  in  granting  scholars'  requests.  The  advancenient  in  the  text- 
bookg  was  not  rapid,  though  generally  thorough.  Mr.  L.,  by  experience, 
will  make  a  good  Readier. 

Tl»c  Winter  Term  was  taught  by  J.  Sumner  Frost.  This  was  his  first 
experience,  and  he  labored  under  the  disadvantage  of  being  in  nis  own 
distl  iet.  But  by  perseverance,  and  the  exercise  of  wholesome  punish- 
ments, good  order  was  attained,  due  respect  vvon,  and  good  iniprovenjenk 
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made.  Witli  a  deep  interest  in  his  work,  ho.  bids  fair  to  make  a  first-class 
teacher. 

The  terms  on  the  wliole  liave  been  profitable,  and  the  progress  of  the 
children  gi'utifying-.  We  would  remind  the  parents  of  the  very  sad  mis- 
take they  make  of  takinof  their  children  out  of  school  and  putting  them 
to  work  in  the  shop  or  mill. 

DISTEICT  Xo.  2.    C.  O.  Emery,  Agent. 

The  Slimmer  Term  ot  the  Prima>y  school  was  kept  by  Annie  M.  Lit- 
TLEFiKl.i).  It  was  thouo^lit  lirst  that  one  teacher  could  manage  both 
departments,  and  so  only  one  school  was  opened,  but  it  was  found  neces- 
sary to  <2:rade  them  after  a  week's  trial.  Miss  L.  was  employed  for  th«^ 
lower  omde.  It  was  her  first  attempt,  and  she  succeeded  very  well.  The 
scholars,  we  are  convinced,  made  much  better  progress  than  they  other- 
wise would,  without  the  grading.  Miss  L.  has  some  excellent  qualities 
for  a  teacher.  Wliole  number,  40 ;  average  attendance,  35.  This  shows 
good  interest,  and  speaks  well  for  parents  and  teacher. 

The  Summer  Term  of  the  upper  grade  was  kept  by  Maria  L.  Witham. 
She  is  one  of  our  very  best  teachers,  and  always  gives  pleasing  satisfac- 
tion. She  seems  to  understand  her  work,  and  knows  how  to  do  it.  The 
drill  w  hich  she  gives  her  pupils  is  thorough  and  highly  valuable.  After 
tlie  division  Miss  W.  had  39  registered,  and  they  averaged  34  17-45  ia 
attendance. 

31iss  L.  also  taught  the  Winter  Term  in  the  lower  grade  with  excellent 
success.  Sickness  interrupted  the  last  part  of  the  term  somewhai. 
Whole  number  of  scholars.  52;  regular  attendance,  42. 

The  upper  grade.  Winter  Term,  was  kept  by  E.  H.  Lord,  who  kept  the 
same  last  winter.  Upon  our  first  visit  there  were  28  present,  and  a  good 
interest  awakened.  Mr.  L.  bears  himself  well  in  the  school-room.  At 
the  close  only  17  were  in  attendance.  Sickness  occasioned  the  absence  of 
several, —  and  knowledge  of  the  Committee's  visit,  others.  Of  those 
])reseMt,  evidence  was  given  of  thorough  drilling.  The  rules  of  arith- 
metic were  well  learned.  In  fact,  all  of  the  recitations  showed  marks  of 
decided  improvement.  The  avei-age  of  27  out  of  34  registered  was  not  so 
bad  as  it  migiit  have  been.  But  it  strikes  us  that  out  of  the  whole  num- 
ber of  scholars  in  this  district,  more  should  be  in  attendance  in  the  winter. 
The  mill  and  the  shop  must  not  be  allowed  to  rob  the  scholar  of  his 
schooling.  Money  is  useful,  but  the  getting  of  .knowledge  is  the  surest, 
way  of  gaining  it. 

DISTPJCT  No.  3.  Geo.  Young,  Agent. 
Both  Summer  and  Whiter  ter«ns  were  taught  by  Mary  J.  FoLSO]M. 
Sbe  is  an  old  teaclu'r.  and  has  a  faculty  of  wonderfully  interestiiig  her 
scholars.  Her  style,  however,  is  not  the  most  profitable.  There  was  too 
much  of  recitation  in  concert,  inducing  unnatural  tones  of  voice.  There 
was  some  lack  of  methodical  arrangement,  yet  fair  improvement  was 
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made.  If  she  sliould  take  more  pains  to  put  each  scholar  on  liis  or  her 
own  responsibility  in  stndy  and  recitation,  it  would  be  a  decided  improve- 
loeut.  No.  of  scholars  in  summer  term,  40  —  avera<^e  attendance,  28 ;  in 
winter  term,  43  —  average,  40. 

DISTRLCT  No.  4.    William  Muchmokk,  Agent. 

The  Fall  Term  was  tauo'ht  by  Hosea  S.  Merrifield.  30  scholar* 
re<>!«tered.  Good  order  was  kept  and  a  healthful  interest  awakened  in 
Htiuly,  and.  as  the  result,  tine  improvement  was  mad«;.  Avcra<i:e  attend- 
ance. 24.  For  comfort  of  scholars  and  teacher,  the  school  room  should 
he  much  hi<^her  posted  and  otherwise  enlarged.  Mr.  H.  is  a  good  teacher 
and  does  solid  work. 

DISTRICT  Xo.  5.    Enoch  K.  Lord,  Agefit.'  ' 

The  Summer  Term  was  taught  by  Elizabeth  A.  Uould.  Slie  brought 
excellent  qualitications  for  instructing  in  the  various  branches.  The  school 
appeared  well  and  we  hoped  for  much  improvement,  but  several  of  the 
larger  boys  inclining  to  make  disturbance,  and  the  teacher  not  being  able 
to  hold  them  under  the  needful  discipline,  our  hopes  were  not  realized. 
The  term  continued  only  six  weeks.  N"o.  of  scholars.  33;  average,  20. 
In  a  different  school  we  have  no  doubt  Miss  G.  would  succeed  finely. 

The  Fall  Term  Maria  L.  Witham  taught  with  good  success  and  entire 
natisfaction.    Average,  24.

Amanda  E.  MOULTON.  teacher.  Whole  number  of  scholars,  20;  aver- 
age number,  16.  The  scholars  in  this  school  made  ver}-  good  progress  in 
their  studies.  At  the  second  visit  of  the  Committee  tiicre  appeared  to  be 
a  lack  of  order.

Mary  K.  Fisk  taught  both  the  Summer  and  Fall  Terms.    She  is  a 
faithful  teacher  and  kept  a  good  school.    The  scholar.^  learned  well,  and 
seemed  to  appreciate  their  privileges.    Average  number,  13. 

DISTRICT  No.  8.  George  Jacobs,  Agent. 
Mary  W.  Wheelwright  taught  both  Terms  in  this  District,  and  ac- 
quitted herself  very  well.  Her  order  was  not  quite  up  to  the  mark,  but 
some  alh^vvance  should  be  made  on  account  of  the  uncomfortable  and  in- 
'  convenient  school  room.  On  one  visit  the  stove  pipe  was  out  of  joint  and 
the  smoke  pouring  into  the  room  badly,  and  there  were  not  seats  enough 
to  accommodate  the  i)upils. 

The  school-house  is  very  badly  proportioned  and  has  no  cheerful  aspect 
in  it.  We  would  advise  the  making  of  improvements  or  building  anew. 
Scholars  attending  Summer  Term,  33;  average,  29.  Fall  Term,  39;  aver* 
age,  32.    On  the  whole,  the  school  made  good  improveujcnt.

Clara  A.  Quint,  teacher.    Miss  Quint  l^ept  an  excellent  school.  Xum- 
ber  of  scholars  re<i:istered,  18;  averag-e,  15. 

DISTRICT  Xo.  13.   Xahum  P.  Allen,  Agent. 
Abbie  a.  Hurd  taught  this  school  with  fine  success.    There  was  first 
rate  order  and  a  deep  interest  in  study.    Everj-  class  shou  ed  marks  of 
careful  instruction.    More  blackboards  are  needed.    Whole  number  of 
scholars  in  attendance,  15;  average  13. 

DISTRICT  Xo.  14.   Enoch  Perkins,  Agent. 
Olive  S.  Liitlefeld  taught  this  school,  which  is  very  small,  only  6 
scholars  attending.    Miss  Litttlefield  succeeded  very  well— and  very  fair 
improvement  was  made.

There  was  a  little 
trouble  in  the  second  Term,  but  otherwise  very  good  interest  was  sus- 
niined  and  fair  progress  made.    Average  attendance  23,  out  of  28  and  25, 
DISTRICT  Xo.  17.   Porter  Hobbs,  Agent. 
Both  Terms  were  taught  by  Eliza  J.  Russell,  an  experienced  teacher. 
Through  some  Uiisunderstanding  witii  the  Committee  this  school  was 
visited  only  once,  at  which  time  such  marks  of  interest  and  faithfulness 
were  manifest  on  part  of  bath  teacher  and  scholars  that  we  judge  good 
results  followed. 

This  completes  our  Report  in  brief,  from  which  you  inny  judge  that  the 
xeliools  have  enjoyed  a "^ood  degree  of  prosperity  during  the  year.  We 
'•ould  wish  that  a  new  and  deeper  interest  might  be  awakened  throughout 
I  he  town,  for  certainly  nothing  so  much  concerns  our  future  welfare  as  the 
success  of  our  common  schools.  The  visits  of  Mr.  Mabrv.  County  Super- 
vi-^or.  and  his  eftorts  to  promote  the  interests  of  our  schools  have  pioved 
of  advantage.  The  town  should  never  think  of  raising  less  money  for 
this  cause  than  they  did  last  year. 

Districts  not  mentioned  use  their  money  in  other  towns,  being  situated 
near  the  line.  The  length  of  most  of  the  terms  has  been  fronj  10  to  12 
weeks.  JVith  one  or  two  exceptions  the  Committee  have  visited  each 
school  two  or  more  times,  and  have  endeavored  to  attend  faithfully  to  the 
duties  you  have  committed  to  them,  i

The  hay  crop  on  the  farm  fell  short  one-half,  last  season,  and  we  found 
that  it  we  wintered  the  oxen  it  woul.d  be  necessary  to  buy  three  tons  of 
hay  or  its  equivalent  in  grain,  therefore  we  thought  it  for  the  interest  of 
the  town  to  sell  the  oxen,  which  was  done  the  last  of  November.  The 
wearing  apparel  of  the  paupers  at  the  town  farm,  some  farming  tools, 
crockery  ware  and  bedding  for  the  house,  which  it  has  been  necessary  to 
furnish  the  past  year,  have  all  been  paid  for  from  the  proceeds  of  the  farrn-i 
except  $10,63  paid  for  coat  and  pants  tor  Leonard  Litchfield  and  $43  paid 
in  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  town.

flour,  and  8  cords  of  wood.

The  S.  S.  Committee  of  Santord  make  the  following-  Report: 

DISTRICT  XO.  1.   John  W.  Frost.  Agent, 
Whole  Xo.  of  scholars  in  the  District,  239. 

There  have  been  three  terins  in  this  District  the  past  j^ear.  The  primary 
department  of  the  Summer.  Fall  and  Winter  terms  were  taught  by  Ella 
S.  Butler  of  Springvale.  This  was  her  first  trial  at  teaching,  but  she 
kept  an  excellent  scliool.  Her  order  was  good,  and  those  scholars  that 
attended  constantly  made  rapid  progress.  The  Summer  term  was  11 
weeks.  Whole  Xo.  in  attendance.  54.  Average  Xo.,  42  1-2.  The  Fall 
term  was  10  weeks.  Whole  Xo.  attending,  52.  Average  Xo.,  44.  The 
Winter  term,  12  weeks.    Whole  Xo.  in  attendance,  62.    Average  Xo.,  56. 

The  grammar  department  has  had  the  same  number  of  terms.  The 
Summer  term  was  taught  by  Fannie  C.  Black  of  Limerick.  Her  school 
was  a  failure,  or  nearly  so.  She  did  not  appear  to  have  that  interest  in 
the  work  for  a  successful  teacher.  Whole  Xo.  in  attendance,  63.  Average 
Xo.,  48.  The  Fall  term  was  taught  by  A.  R.  Leavitt  of  Parsonsfield.

DISTRICT  XO.  2.    Jonas  K.  Dorman,  Agent. 
Whole  Xo.  of  scholars  in  the  District,  140. 

There  were  two  terms  in  this  District  and  two  schools  each  term, 
primary  and  grammar.  The  Summer  term.  10  weeks.  Winter  term,  11 
weeks. 
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The  primary  was  taug-ht  by  A.  Carrie  Ham  of  Shaplei.i>-h,  in  the  Siiin- 
mer.  Whole  No.  in  attendance,  48.  Avera<i:e  No.,  36.  She  gave  tjeneral 
satisfaction.  The  g-ranimar  school,  in  the  S:'mrner.  was  taught  by  Ellen 
M.  Emery  of  Sanforcl.  Whole  No.  in  attendance.  30.  Average  No.,  20. 
Miss  Emery  tanght  in  Winter  term  in  the  primary,  and  also  taught  a 
term  in  the  Fall  in  District  No.  10.  She  is  a  good  teacher,  and  she  sus- 
tained her  gQod  reputation  as  a  first  class  teacher  in  these  schools  the 
past  year. 

The  grammar  school  was  taught  by  A.  R.  Leavitt  of  Parsonsfield. 
Mr.  Leavitt  gave  good  satisfaction.  The  parents  say  it  was  the  best 
school  they  ever  had.    No^  of  scholars  attending.  35.    Average  No.,  30. 

DISTRICT  NO.  3    George  Young,  Agent. 
Whole  No.  of  scholars  in  the  District,  64. 

The  Summer  term  was  taught  by  Olive  S.  Getchell  of  Wells,  11 
weeks.  Whole  No.  attending-.  43.  Average  No.,  35.  The  school  ap- 
peared well.  The  teacher  was  industrious  and  scholars  interested.  Miss 
Getchell  has  retired  from  teaching. 

The  Winter  term  is  still  keeping;  has  kept  at  the  time  of  making  this 
Report  16  weeks  and  lias  three  weeks  more  to  keep.  Carrie  Giles  of 
Shapleigh  is  the  teacher.  She  is  having  a  good  school.  A  good  attend- 
ance when  visited. 

DISTRICT  NO.  4.   John  Hooper  of  Shapleigh,  Agent. 
This  District  is  made  up  of  part  in  this  town  and  part  in  Shapleigh. 
Whole  No.  of  scholars  in  the  part  in  Sanford,  29. 

The  Summer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Mary  Dayis  ot  Shapleigh.  N.^ 
attending  school,  40.  Average  No.,  27.  The  school  appeared  well  and 
orderly,  and  good  improvement  was  made  by  the  scholars.  The  Com- 
mittee that  visited  the  school  \vas  well  satisfied. 

The  Winter  term  was  taught  by  Octavus  Goodwin  of  Shapleigh. 
Length  of  term,  14  weeks.  Whole  No.  attending,  26.  Average  No.,  16. 
Good  improvement  was  made.  Mr.  Goodwin  will  be  with  more  experi- 
ence a  good  teacher. 

DISTRICT  No.  5.   Joseph  Shaw,  Agent. 
Whole  No.  of  scholars  in  the  Dstrict,  30. 

There  were  two  terms  in  this  District,  taught  by  Maria  L.  Witham  of 
Sanford.  Miss  Witham  delights  to  teach  in  this  school,  and  the  parents 
and  scholars  delight  to  have  lier  do  so.  She  gives  satisfaction  always, 
wlierevershe  teaches.  The  Spring  term  was  6  weeks.  Whole  No.  in  at- 
tendance, 20.  Average  No.,  18.  The  register  of  the  Fall  term  has  not 
been  returned,  or  if  it  has  been  returned  it  has  been  mislaid,  so  in  making 
this  Report  we  have  not  the  register  to  refer  to. 
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DISTRICT  No.  6.    William  Russell,  A^eiit. 
Whole  No.  of  scliolars,  26. 

There  was  one  term  in  this  District  of  14  weeks,  tauoht  by  Hubbard 
Fogg  of  Santord.  Mr.  Fogg  kept  a  first  rate  scliool.  Tlie  scholars  made 
rapid  improvement,  or  those  did  that  were  constant  in  their  attendance. 
There  were  a  few  scholars  that  attended  but  little,  and  they  of  course 
made  but  little  improvement.  The  Conuiiittee  were  called  in  by  some  that 
were  dissatistied  with  the  teacher,  but  the  Committee  after  hearinof  the 
complaints  were  satisfied  that  Mr.  FoGG  was  doing  well  for  the  school, 
and  at  the  close  of  the  term  they  were  well  satisfied  with  his  labor  in 
the  school. 

DISTRICT  NO.  7.    Hiram  Perkins,  Agent. 
Whole  No.  of  scholars  in  the  District,  26. 

The  Summer  term  was  taught  by  Mary  W.  Wheelwright  of  Alfred. 
Whole  No.  attending,  16.  Average  No..  14.  The  Fafl  term  was  taught 
by  Emma  Goodwin  of  Lyman.  Whole  No.  of  scholars  attending.  17. 
Average  No.,  12.  The  Committee  heard  that  there  were  some  complaints 
by  parents,  but  the  cause  the3^  did  not  know,  for  there  was  no  complaint 
made  to  them. 

DISTRICT  NO.  8.    Sylvester  Houston,  Agent. 
Wliole  No.  of  scliolars  in  the  District,  44. 

The  Summer  term  was  taught  by  Mary  L.  Tripp  of  Sanford.  She 
always  has  a  good  school.  We  heai'd  of  some  of  the  parents,  or  one,  at 
least,  that  objected  to  iier  teaching  the  scholars,  but  did  not  hear  the 
reason.  She  kept  a  good  school.  Whole  No.  attending,  25.  Average.  15, 
T'he  fall  or  Winter  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Olive  S.  Littlefield  of 
Wells.  V\^hole  No..  30.  Average  No.  19.  When  the  Committee  visited 
the- school  near  its  close,  there  were  but  10  scholars  present.  The  Com- 
mittee heard  indirectly  that  there  were  some  complaints  on  the  part  of 
some  of  the  parents,  but  none  made  to  the  Committee.  The  attendance 
in  each  school  was  less  than  it  should  have  been,  and  that  is  the  case 
with  every  school  in  town.  The  average  attendance  in  all  our  schools 
should  be  greater  than  it  is. 

DISTRICT'NO.  9    Robert  Carroll,  Agent. 

The  whole  No.  of  scholars  in' the  District  last  Spring,  34. 

There  was  but  one  term  in  this  District,  of  12  weeks,  taught  by  Frank 
J.  Jones  of  Lebanon.  The  whole  No.  of  scholars  in  attendance,  8. 
Average  No.  not  given  by  the  teacher  in  his  register.  His  school  ap- 
peared well;  his  work  was  thorough  and  good  improvement  made. 

DISTRICT  NO.  10.   Francis  Chadbourn,  Agent. 
Whole  No.  of  scholars  in  the  District,  38. 

There  were  two  terms  in  this  District.  The  Summer  term  was  taught 
by  Miss  Ellen  M.  Emery  of  Sanford.    Whole  No.  attending,  31.  Aver- 
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ag-e  attendance  18.  The  Fall,  or  Winter  term,  was  taught  by  Eliza  J. 
Russell  of  Alfred.  Whole  No.  attending  22.  Average  No.,  20.  Both 
of  these  teachers  have  had  a  large  experience  in  teacliing,  and  always  give 
good  satisfaction.  It  is  always  safe  to  employ  them  as  teachers.  Their 
order  and  improvement  were  satisfactory. 

DISTRICT  NO.  11.    F.  Tebbets.  Agent. 
Whole  No.  of  scholars  in  the  District,  22. 

There  was  one  term  in  this  District,  of  16  weeks,  taught  by  Anna  F. 
LiTTLEFiELD  Of  Wells.  The  school  appeared  well  wiien  visited.  The 
order  was  very  good  and  fair  improvement  made  by  the  scholars.  No. 
attending  school,  13.    Avera.  e  No..  9. 

DISTRICT  No.  12  is  a  part  of  a  Distiicr.  'I'he  scholars  in  this  District 
attend  school  in  an  adjoining  District,  in  No.  Berwick,  and  it  is  not  visited 
by  the  Committee  of  this  town.  The  whole  No.  of  scholars  belonging  to 
this  District,  in  Sanford,  7. 

DISTRICT  NO.  13.    Nahum  P.  Allen,  Agent. 
Whole  No.  of  scholars  in  the  District,  18. 

This  school  was  taught  by  Abbie  A.  HuRD  of  Sanford.  one  term  of  15 
weeks.  Miss  Hurd  is  an  excellent  teacher.  She  gave  good  satisfaction. 
No.  attending  school.  13.    Average  No.,  10. 

DISTRICT  NO.  14.    Hiram  Davis.  Agent. 
Whole  No.  of  scholars  in  the  District.  11. 

Length  of  school.  95  davri.  Taught  by  Nellie  A.  Patten.  No.  at- 
tending, 6.  Average  No..  4.  It  ai)peMi  s  to  the  Conjmittee  thatif  this  District 
and  No.  13  were  uuitfd  into  one  District  it  would  be  better  for  both. 

DISTRICT  NO.  15  has  been  discontinued  and  annexed  to  other  Dis- 
tricts with  good  results.  We  would  advise  to  have  Districts  No.  13  and 
14  to  be  united  into  one  District. 

DISTRICT  NO.  16.    William  C.  Weymouth.  Agent. 
Whole  No.  of  scholars  in  the  District,  35. 

There  was  but  one  term,  taught  by  Annie  Goodwin  of  Berwick.  The 
school  was  well  attended.  There  was  some  lack  of  order  on  account  of 
too  much  familiarity  betweipu  scholars  and  teacher.  The  improvement 
was  vei-y  good.  We  cannot  report  as  to  the  No.  attending  school  or  the 
average  No.,  because  tiie  teacher  has  not  returned  lier  register.  No 
teacher  ought  to  receive  their  pay  unless  they  con)pl\'  witli  the  Jaw  in 
regard  to  returning  their  i-egister  to  the  S.  S.  Committee.  There  have 
been  several  instanc<;s  of  sucli  neglect  the  past  year.  Tlielaw  expressly 
provides  tl)at  no  teacher  of  common  schools  shall  be  entitled  to  their  pay 
until  they  return  their  register,  properly  filled  out,  to  the  S.  S.  Committee. 
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"There  are  some  teiichers  that  after  tliey  ^let  tlieir  pay  care  nothing-  about 
whether  their  register  is  duly  retn'Miecl  or  not.  The  Committee  cannot 
make  np  their  Eeport  to  the  State  Superintendent  of  Sciiools  as  it  ought 
to  be.  unless  they  can  have  the  registers  of  all  the  teachers  in  town  for 
the  past  year.  We  wish  the  Selectmen  would  make  it  a  rule  to  diaw  no 
order  for  a  teacher's  wao^es  until  they  had  reasonable  evidence  that  the 
teacher  had  returned  their  register  filled  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Committee. 

DISTRICT  NO.  17.    Lorenzo  Dow,  Agent. 

,  This  District  has  united  with  it  a  part  of  a  District  from  Siiapleigh  and  a 
part  from  Alfred.    The  whole  No.  of  scholars  in  the  part  in  Sanford  is  16. 

There  has  been  two  terms  in  this  District,  taught  by  Miss  M.  Alice 
RiCKER  of  Acton.  Whole  No.  attending  in  the  Summer  term.  15.  Aver- 
age attendance,  13. 

The  Fall  term,  whole  No..  17.  Average  No.,  15.  Miss  ItiCKER  is  a 
good  teacher  and  kept  an  excellent  .school. 

DISTR1CT.no.  18  is  a  part  of,a  District.  There  were  8  scholars  in  the 
part  in  Sanford.  The  scholars  attend  school  vvith  a  District  in  Lebanon, 
and  three  scholars  in  Disirict  No.  20  that  attend  school  in  Acton. 

The  schools  in  town  have  been  generally  successful.  Thei'e  has  been 
some  complaint,  and  some  children  have  been  kept  from  the  school  room 
when  they  should  have  been  present.  Some  of  the  teacbei-s  were  deficient 
in  energy  and  had  a  lack  of  the  love  for  tlie  school  room.  Parents  can 
make  a  poor  school  better  and  they  can  make  what  would  be  a  good  school 
a  poor  one,  if  they  so  determine.  Their  influence  over  their  children  has 
a  great  deal  to  do.  either  for  good  or  evil,  in  the  school.  Parents,  see  to 
it  that  your  children  are  kept  constantly  at  school,  whether  the  telicher  is 
a  good  teacher  or  a  poor  one  in  your  estimation.  In  examining  tlie  reg- 
isters of  teachers,  we  find  that  there  has  been  less  than  fifty  per  cent,  of 
the  whole  number  of  children  between  the  ages  of  4  and  21  that  attended 
school.  This  ought  not  ta  be  so.  There  ought  to  be  at  least  75  per  cent, 
of  the  children  of  these  ages  attend  school  three  months  a  year.  Then 
the  average  nunsaber  attending  school  is  less  than  it  should  be.  There 
have  been  schools  that  the  average  is  as  good  as  we  could  expect,  and 
others  are  a  gr^at  deal  less  than  it  should  be.  We  see  bj' the  teachers' 
registers  that  a  large  number  of  scholars  are  tardy  in  getting  to  school. 
Parents  should  make  some  exertions  to  have  their  children  at  school  at 
the  time  set  for  the  school  to  commence  in  the  morning.  Tliose  scholars 
who  arrive  at  school  after  it  has  commenced  in  the  morning  or  in  the 
afternoon  are  injured  thereby  in  their  studies  and  exercises  in  school,  and 
their  coming  in  after  the  school  has  commenced  has  an  injurious  effect  on 
the  whole  school,  by  disturbing  the  exercises  and  otherwise  influencing 
other  scholars  to  be  late. 
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In  the  villages  of  Springvale  and  Sanford  Corner  there  is  a  large  num- 
ber of  children  who  ought  to  attend  school  some,  at  least,  who  have  not 
attended  at  all,  and  some  for  only  a  short  time,  who  work  in  the  mills  or 
shops.  Parents  will  bestow  a  greater  benefit  on  their  children  by  giving 
fchera  an  education  than  they  will  by  leaving  to  them  . a  few  dollars  and  let 
them  grow  up  destitute  of  a  common  school  education.  There  is  money 
enough  raised  in  town  every  year  for  the  support  of  schools  to  give  every 
child,  when  he  grows  up,  a  good  education,  if  the  parents  do  their  duty  to 
their  children,  and  send  them  to  school  as  they  ought  to  do. 

The  law  requires  that  the  agent  of  each  school  disti-ict,  in  the  month  of 
March  or  April,  annualh',  shall  call  a  district  meeting  for  the  choice  of  an 
agent,  and  for  other  business,  by  causing  notices  to  ije  given,  as  provided 
by  law.  This  has  not  been  done  the  past  year  in  some  districts  by  agents, 
whicli  has  caused  some  complaints  in  those  districts.  Immediately  after 
the  annual  town  meeting  in  March,  the  several  district  agents  should  call 
a  district  meeting,  by  posting  up  notices,  according  to  1-  w,  so  that  the 
several  districts  in  town  can  choose  an  agent,  clerk,  and  to  transact  any 
other  business  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  school.  And 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  voters  of  the  district  to  attend  and  then  and  there  have 
a  voice  in  the  affairs  pertaining  to  the  district. 

It  is  very  often  the  case  that  only  a  few  attend  the  meetings,  and  then 
those  who  do  not  attend  will  find  fault  and  grumble  about  the  manage- 
ment of  their  schools.  Now  the  greater  blame  actually  falls  upon  those 
who  are  careless  and  neglect  attending  their  district  meetingD.  Let  every 
voter  attend  the  district  meeting  and  have  a  voice  in  the  matter.
